Two sis- 
ter ships, both financed by the Fateral 
Government, would operate in the 
proposed s¢rvice, Mr. Chupman sald. 


‘While dwarfing the Normandie, of 
the French Line, and Queen Mary, 
of the Cunard-White Star, the super- 
liners were planned to offer a radi- 
cally new type of travel service not 
in competition with the “luxury” 
vessels, according to Mr. Chapman

single-berth occupancy.

_ In my article last week I traced the fortunes of the All-India 
side in England during the month of May.
